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NSHS changes command with triple ceremony

Captain Thomas J. Summer- 
our, MSC, USN, Commanding 
Officer at the Naval School of 
Health Sciences since August 
1980, retired during cere- 
monies held Wednesday, June 
29. Capt. Summerour is suc- 
ceeded by Captain Malcolm K. 
Law. Presiding officer at the 
ceremony was RAdm. E. P. 
Rucci, Commander, Naval 
Medical Command Southwest 
Region. 

Along with the change of 
comand ceremonies, the occa- 
sion marked the retirement of 
Capt. Summerour from active 
duty, as well as the dedication 
of the temporary facilities of 
the Naval School of Health 
Sciences. 

During the ceremony 
RAdm. Rucci presented the 
dedication plaque for the 
transitional buildings which 
currently house the Naval 
School of Health Sciences. 
The inscription on the plaque, 
composed by Capt. Summer- 
our reads: : 

These transitional buildings 
are dedicated to Navy Hospital 
Corpsmen past and. present. 
May the military and education- 
al pursuits of those who labor 
here measure up to the accom- 
plishments, sacrifices and stan- 
dards of excellence of those who 
have passed this way before. 

June 29, 1983 

In honor of the dedication, a 
traditional ribbon cutting 
ceremony took place im- 
mediately following the cere- 
monies. 

Ending 33 years of naval ser- 
vice at the change of command 
ceremonies, Capt. Summer- 
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our was presented with the 
Meritorius Service Medal by 
RAdm. E. P. Rucci. The award 
honored Capt. Summerour’s 
numerous contributions to the 
Navy with the following state- 
ments, “He planned and initi- 
ated the conduct of evening 
classes to lower the backlog of 
training basic “A” school stu- 
dents... (his) superior ability 
and judgment in assuming an 
active role in curriculum de- 
velopment efforts... achieve- 
ment of improvements of habi- 
tability of enlisted living 
quarters... (and his) personal 
leadership attributes and su- 
perior professional judg- 
ment.” 

The award presentation 
concluded by stating “Captain 
Summerour’s naval service 
exemplifies the finest qual- 
ities of a Naval officer. By his 
total dedication to the needs 
of the U.S. Naval service, Cap- 
tain Summerour has reflected 
great credit upon himself and 
upheld the highest tradition 
of the Navy Medical Depart- 
ment, the Navy and the na- 
tion.” 

Capt. Summeror accpeted 
the Meritorius Service Award 
and remarked, “‘Without a 
supportive staff these accom- 
plishments would not have 
been possible, and I accept it 
on their behalf.” 

Commenting on the plaque 
dedicating the new, tempor- 
ary NSHS facility, Capt. Sum- 
merour emphasized the word 
“transitional” in lieu of “tem- 
porary’, because temporary 
buildings have a way of be- 
coming permanent, he 
pointed out.

The Liberty Bell, first hung in 
1753 in Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, bore the in- 
scription, “Proclaim Liberty 
throughout all the land unto 
all the inhabitants thereof.”

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_ USS Tripoli successfully treats wounded

Rain slanted down hard 
onto the helicopter deck ofthe 
USS Tripoli during pre-dawn 
hours a few miles off the 
Southern California coast, but 
had slackened to a steady driz- 
zle by 9 a.m. 

Crewmen aboard this 
amphibious assault ship were 
looking forward to the next 12 
hours. Several days of 
arduous refresher training 
would end and they’d be pul- 
ling into San Diego that even- 
ing for a well-deserved rest. 

Refresher training is one of 
those deceiving Navy phrases. 
It’s actually a period when 
U.S. Navy ships are put 
through a series of problems 
they'll probably encounter in 
combat. Complicated battle 
scenerios are designed to cre- 
ate situations and crews are 
graded on how well — and how 
fast — they can cope. 

So far, the Tripoli’s crew 
had done well. They’d sur- 
vived everything from simu- 
lated missile attacks to engine 
room break-downs. Unknown 
to them, a new problem was 
making itself known, flashing 
across the airwaves via high- 
speed teletype. 

The message informed the 
Tripoli that it would receive 
30 simulated battle casualties 
from the beach. Wounded 
would arrive by helicopter 
within 45 minutes. 

It was a situation not unlike 
that recently faced off Leba- 
non by the USS Guadalcanal 


in which the ship treated the 


mass of wounded from the 
bombing of the U.S. Embassy 
in Beirut. 

Like the Guadalcanal, the 
Tripoli’s mission is amphib- 
ious warfare — landing U.S. 
Marines onto foreign beaches 
by helicopter and then sup- 
porting them once they’re 
ashore. An important part of 
that support is treating 
casualties. 

The Tripoli contains a com- 
plete hospital, equipped and 
staffed with the experienced 
medical doctors and corps- 
men. It’s large enough to easi- 
ly care for the needs of a small 
city. 

The 30 simulated casualties, 
all medically trained sailors 
from the Medical Mobile Aug- 


mentation Readiness Team 
(MMART for short), were 
going to test how well the hos- 
pital and its staff could cope 
during an emergency. 

By 9:45 a.m., two CH-46 
heavy-duty helicopters came 
into view and radioed the Tri- 
poli for landing instructions. 
Each carried 15 serious 
casualties, plus a contingent 
of observers from the Navy’s 
Fleet Training Group. 

Members of the Tripoli 
crew, who were expecting 
simulated casualties with tags 
around their necks describing 
injuries, were in for a shock as 
the helos landed and began 
discharging passengers. 

The mock casualties had 
been carefully made up to 
closely resemble actual 
wounded. Using moulages, 
cosmetically applied facsimi- 
lies of actual wounds, the 
would-be patients were as 
close to actual casualties as 
most Tripoli crewmen would 
see this side of the real thing. 

Capt. Herbert Scharpf, offic- 
er-in-charge of the San Diego 
Naval Hospital MMART unit, 
explained the necessity for 
realism. 

“In a drill like this, drama 
and tension are important. 
The entire exercise is to test 
the skill and cool-headedness 
of medical people in a con- 
fused situation,” he said. 

Realistic moulages — 
graphically depicting every- 
thing from serious burns to 
stomach wounds — weren't 
the only ploy used by the simu- 
lated patients to heighten ten- 
sion. The wounded screamed 
in mock agony, and at times 
physically resisted the Tripoli 
medical staff. 

“T acted as if I had a gunshot 
wound and was in great pain,” 
said Scharpf. 

Despite the confusion, the 
Tripoli medical staff per- 
formed well during the exer- 
cise. A triage area was set up 
to sort out patients according 
to the seriousness of injuries. 

Walking wounded were 
taken to a first aid area for 
treatment, while seriously in- 
jured were stabilized to await 
surgery. Those needing im- 
mediate surgery were rushed 
to operating rooms.

Veterinarians do variety of work 


WHAT DO MILITARY VETS 
DO? 


Contrary to some publicized 
misconceptions, military 
veterinarians do a lot more 
than treat service member’s 
pets. 

Examining, immunizing and 
treating privately owned 
animals — done at the owner’s 
expense — is an important 
part of animal disease preven- 
tion and control at military in- 
stallations, but it is just one of 
several major functions of ser- 
vice veterinarians.

Approximately 440 Army 
veterinarians stationed world 
wide perform the following: 

(Veterinary services for all 
of DoD are provided by the 
Army as a result of its being 
named, in 1980, DoD Execu- 
tive Agent for Veterinary Ser- 
vices.) 

e Research and develop- 
ment. — More than one-fourth 
of military veterinarians are 
engaged in such programs as 
drug and vaccine develop- 
ment, chemical defense and 
infectious disease research 
and blast overpressure and 
laser studies. 

e Care for government own- 
ed animals. — Complete 
medical, surgical and 
hygienic care is provided to 
approximately 2,250 dogs used 
for bomb and drug detection 
and security. Also cared for 
are horses, laboratory anim- 
als, marine animals and gov- 
ernment-owned wild life at 
certain installations. 

e Animal disease preven- 
tion and control (ADPAC). — 
The ADPAC program is con- 
cerned with the transmission 
of diseases and conditions to 
people and animals from wild, 
privately-owned and govern- 
ment owned-animals. Activi- 
ties include registration of 
animals, immunizations, op- 
eration of rabies quarantine 
facilities, observation of 
animals involved in human 
bite cases, operation of stray 
animal pounds, disposition of 
stray animals and issuance of 


health certificates. The direct 
cost of the above services 
which involve privately- 
owned animals is borne by the 
owners and includes a mark- 
up to cover other costs related 
to providing veterinary 
ADPAC service. 


e Food hygiene, safety and 
quality assurance.— This ser- 
vice, provided by veterinary 
specialists, includes inspec- 
tion of military subsistence 
facilities and consultation on 
food wholesomeness matters. 
In overseas areas, the military 
veterinary service is responsi- 
ble for inspection of the entire 
food procurement process, in- 
cluding the health of livestock 
prior to slaughter through 
final issuance of the food pro- 
duct to the troops. 


More than $150 million 
worth of perishable foods are 
purchased in Europe each 
year. Since there is no U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, U.S. 
Public Health Service, Food 
and Drug Administration, or 
their equivalent in most 
places overseas, the military 
veterinary service takes the 
place of these protective agen- 
cies. 


e Command/consultative 
services. — Support activities 
provided to service medical 
departments and other DoD 
elements include medical in- 
telligence, laboratory sup- 
port, teaching, training and 
command veterinary field 
units.

USO opens 25th airport center 


The USO recently opened its 25th airport center at Indi- 
-anapolis International Airport to assist military travelers 
and their families. 

The new center, providing refreshments and a place to 
rest between flights, will serve the 70,000 U.S. service per- 
sonnel who pass through that airport each year. 


Mississippi primary August 2 


The Mississippi primary to elect candidates for gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, secretary of 
state, state senators and representatives and local offi- 
cials is set for August 2 with the general election 
scheduled for November 8. 

If no candidate for an office receives a majority during 
the primary, a runoff election will be held August 23. 

Mississippi citizens eligible to cast absentee ballots 
may apply for permanent registration by submitting a 
completed Federal Post Card Application, FPCA, to the 
city or county registrar in their voting district. 

The FPCA must reach the registrar at least thirty days 
before the election. Those already registered may request 
an absentee ballot by forwarding a completed FPCA to 
their registrar at least 30 days before the election.. 

Mississippi election laws vary for different categories of 
voters and eligible voters should seek assistance from 
their unit voting officer. 

Questions which cannot be answered at the local level 
may be referred to the Navy Voting Action Officer, Naval 
Military Personnel Command, Code NMPC-12C, Washing- 
ton, D.C. or by calling autovon 224-3248 or commercial (202) 
694-3248. 


Navy space command formed 


Secretary of the Navy John Lehman has announced the 
formation of a new Naval Space command effective Oct. 1, 
1983. Recommended by the Chief of Naval Operations, the 
new command will consolidate existing activities and 
organizations which operate and maintain the joint chiefs 
of staff. The command will be located in Dahlgren, Va. The 
organizational structure of the new command is being 
developed and organizations which could be included are 
the Naval Space surveillance system, the Naval Astronau- 
tics group and elements supporting the Fleet Satellite 
Communications system. The Naval Space command will 
report to the Chief of Naval Operations and will provide 
support to fleet units and other agencies worldwide. 

Actions taken earlier to support the Navy’s space efforts 
have included the establishment of a Navy space division 
within the staff of the Chief of Naval Operations in Janu- 
ary 1981; inauguration of a postgraduate masters program 
in space engineering and operations in October 1981 at the 
Naval Postgraduate School, Monterey, Calif.; and assign- 
men of a flag officer in September 1982 to head Navy space 
acquistion at the headquarters of the Naval Electronics 
Systems command. 


Investigations have time limits 


Each year, nearly 8,000 JAG Manual investigations are 
convened, providing information which is vital to the effi- 
cient administration of the Navy and the welfare of Navy 
people. Delays in completing and reviewing these inves- 
tigations hinder the chain of command in identifying un- 
safe practices and taking prompt corrective action. Such 
delays also hinder the Navy’s providing timely informa- 
tion to families of servicemembers in the case of death or 
injury. 

To expedite the investigation and review process, 
NAVOP 059/83 established specific time limits for proces- 
sing JAG Manual investigations: investigating officers are 
required to submit their report to the convening authority 
within 30 days of the incident or accident; the convening 
authority is required to complete review within 30 days of 
receiving the report or within 20 days in the case of death 
investigations; subsequent reviews by higher authorities 
must also be completed within 30 days or within 20 days for 
death investigatons. 





Don’t buy a ‘jeep’ for $130 


It’s late in the evening and 
you're reading your favorite 
magazine when you come 
across an ad saying ‘“Govern- 
ment jeeps $130! Send just 
$19.95 to learn how to buy!” If 
you think it sounds too good to 
be true, you're right. 

Bill Collins, special assis- 
tant for public affairs for the 
U.S. Defense Property Dispos- 
al Service, said, ‘‘Let the 
buyer beware.” These com- 
panies are selling informa- 
tion, not vehicles; and usually 
the information can be 
obtained free from the govern- 
ment. 

Collins said that-DPDS is 


constantly getting letters from 
irate people all over the coun- 
try who feel they have been 
swindled by the companies 
that place these ads. The ads 
typically say that you can buy 
almost-new, crated World War 
II jeeps at next to nothing. 
“The truth is,” said Collins, 
“that such vehicles are not 
available. When jeeps are 
sold, they are rarely in drive- 
able condition and jeeps nev- 
er were crated.” 


If you do fall for one of these 
ads and are dissatisfied, you 
may send your complaint and 
a copy of the ad to the Federal 


Trade Commission, Bureau of 
Consumer Protection, 
Washington, D.C. 20580. In 
addition, since most com- 
panies use the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice to distribute their ads, 
you may also forward your 
complaint to the Postal In- 
spector, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Washington, D.C. 20260.

Red cross begins campaign 
to raise emergency funds 


More than one million 
Americans have been victims 
of natural disasters and have 
received assistance from the 
American Red Cross in the 
last ten months. Unusual 
weather patterns have 
brought storms, floods, mud 
slides and tornadoes to wide 
areas of the country. In addi- 
tion, Hawaii was hit by a major 
hurricane and California had 
a serious earthquake. 

The $33 million of food, cloth- 
ing, shelter and medical 
assistance distributed to dis- 
aster victims has completely 
exhausted the American Red 
Cross Emergency Disaster Re- 
lief Fund. Experts predict 
that these weather patterns 
are likely to continue.

To meet the anticipated 
need in the months ahead, the

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Survival training essential for Navy pilots

‘For a pilot forced to ditch 
his aircraft in the ocean, the 
word itself takes on new 
meaning. Survival becomes a 
two-step reflex — getting out 
and staying alive. 

It’s a conditioned reflex for 
Navy pilots. Conditioned be- 
cause they drill over and over 
in a controlled survival en- 
vironment — safe in a swim- 
ming pool at the Miramar Na- 
val Air Station, north of here. 

“We give these pilots and 
aircrewmen the opportunity 
to practice hands-on survival 
cechniques,” says Navy Cmdr. 
Don Herron, the officer-in- 
charge of the Navy Aviation 
Physiology Unit. “Here they 
can train in a safe, controlled 
environment.” 

The staff of the 32-member 
unit qualifies almost 7,000 stu- 
dents a year during continual 
two-day seminars. Students 
include civilians, as well as 
military pilots, naval flight 
officers and enlisted aircrew- 
men of fixed-wing aircraft and 
helicopters. 

The training is geared as a 
refresher course for new and 
veteran pilots and aircrew- 
men. The Navy’s initial surviv- 
al training is completed at 
either Aviation Officer Candi- 
date School in Pensacola,Fla., 
or at units like the one here. 
Requalification is required 
every four years. 

The first phase of training is 
recognizing and coping with 
the strange effects of high- 
altitude disorientation and 
- other environmental stresses 
a pilot may face at altitudes up 
to 25,000 feet — more than four 
miles up. 


During the second phase, 
water survival, students are 
suited un in full flight gear, in- 
cluding steel-toed boots, hel- 
met and life preserver. 

I feel like a duck with all this 
stuff on,” says Navy Ensign 
Mack Butler of Savannah, Ga. 
“But the training is thorough, 
relevent and professional.” 


Part of the unit’s curricu- 
lum, and two of its training de- 
vices, are familiar to viewers 
of the popular motion picture, 
‘“‘An Officer and a Gent- 
lemen.” 


In the movie, actor Richard 
Gere plays a Navy aviation 
officer candidate completing 
the arduous Navy Flight 
School. Part of his training in- 
cludes a Hollywood version of 
the same type of low-pressure 
chamber used at the unit here, 
and the Dilbert Dunker, a 
cockpit simulator. 


“The low-pressure cham- 
ber, like the one in the movie, 
exposes students to 25,000 feet 
of simulated altitude,” says 
Herron, 39, of Houston. “After 
removing their masks, the stu- 
dents must perform small ex- 


ercises with a partner, suchas . 


patty-cake. It helps them rec- 
ognize the symptoms of hypox- 
ia (lack of oxygen).” 


Navy Aircrewman Randy 
Wilson, a 26-year-old native of 
Spokane, Wash., put the train- 
ing in perspective. 


“T have a friend who had to 
ditch in the Indian Ocean and 
was alone for about an hour 
before he was rescued,” says 
Wilson. 


“‘He told me what he learned 
here saved his life.”

How to prevent and control rabies 


Because of a marked in- 
crease in the number of rabid 
animals reported involving 
military personnel, the De- 
partment of Defense Health 
Council has issued a rabies 
advisory to emphasize mea- 
sures to prevent and control 
rabies. 

Rabies is an almost always 
fatal disease of the central 
nervous system affecting all 
warm-blooded animals, in- 
cluding man. It is caused bya 
virus found in the saliva of in- 
fected animals. 

The health advisory notes 
that there is currently an 
epidemic of rabies in wildlife, 
especially in raccoons, in 
Maryland, Virginia and the 
Washington, D. C. area. The 
epidemic is expected to 
spread to nearby states. 

A 34-year-old Marine Corps 
captain was recently treated 
at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center as a possible rabies 
case.He may have contracted 
rabies — which has an icuba- 
tion period ranging from 12 
days to one year — after hand- 
ling a possibly rabid raccoon 
while hunting near Quantico, 
Va. 


Animals and people con- 
tract the disease: 

@ When bitten by a rabid 
animal 

@ When abrasions of the skin 
are contaminated with in- 
fected saliva 

® By eating infected anim- 
als, and 

e By handling dead animals 
infected with rabies. 

Following are guidelines 
issued by the Defense Health 
Council for the treatment and 
prevention of rabies expo- 
sure. 

TREATMENT 


e A person suspected of 


rabies exposure should be 
taken promptly to a place 
where he or she can receive 
medical attention. In case of a 
bite, flush the wound with 
soap and water immediately, 
if possible, while waiting or 
medical help. 

e If the victim was bitten by 
an animal owned by someone, 
the owner should be con- 
tacted to determine if the 
animal has been vaccinated. 
In any case, the animal must 
be quarantined for 10 days. 

A wild animal that has bit- 
ten anyone should be killed 


without damaging its brain 
and submitted to a laboratory 
for examination. 
PREVENTION 

@ Make sure that all dogs and 
cats four months of age or old- 
er have current rabies vac- 
cinations. 

e Keep dogs on a leash or 
confined to the premises (such 
as a fenced yard) when outside 
the house. 

e Cats should not be left out- 
side unattended. 

@ Avoid all animals which 
appear to be acting strangely 
or sick, even dogs and cats. 
For example, raccoons are 
nocturnal animals and it 
would be strange behavior, for 
one of them,to be moving 
around in daylight. 

e If a suspected rabid ani- 
mal bites a dog or cat, the ex- 
posed animal should be des- 
troyed or quarantined for six 
months if not vaccinated. If its 
vaccination is current, the dog 
or cat should be revaccinated 
and quarantined for three 
months. 

e An effective program 
should be maintained to re- 
move stray and unwanted 
animals.

Steel Band brings ‘unique 


Imagine a traveling ktichen 
of pots, pans, paint cans and 
oil drums — all finely tuned to 
delightful perfection. No, this 
isn’t a gourmet’s dream — it’s 
a music lovers delight. 

The United States Navy 
Steel Band, from New 
Orleans, La., isn’t a traveling 
kitchen, but 10 very talented 
active duty musicians who 
specialize in making uniquely 
beautiful music with just 
strange devices. 


The unique musical orga- 
nization has traveled 
thousands of miles throughout 
the U.S., Caribbean and 
Europe playing to enthusias- 
tic audiences, classical to rock 
music on 55-gallon drums. 


The modern steel drums 
used by the group are careful- 
ly hand-made refinements of 
“pots and pans.”

Admission priorities at 
VA facilities explained 


Many questions answered 
by the Veterans Administra- 
tion concern admission 
priorities for inpatient care at 
VA medical facilities. 


The VA uses three priorities 
in providing inpatient medi- 
cal care. Veterans with service- 
connected disabilities who 
need treatment for that dis- 
ability are served first. The 
second priority is for veterans 
with a service-connected dis- 
ability but seeking care for an 
ailment not related to that dis- 
ability. Third in priority are 
veterans without service- 
related disabilities who need 
inpatient care but are unable 
to pay for it elsewhere, on a 
space-available basis. Howev- 
er, veterans over age 65 have 
this limited eligibility without 
regard to their ability to pay 
for care elsewhere. 


Questions about reimburs- 
ing the VA for education over- 
payments (when a student’s GI 


Bill check is larger than au- 
thorized) are also quite 
common. 

For example, a veteran who 
receives a letter about an 
overpayment which dates 
from 1976 is liable for the 
debt. The VA and other gov- 
ernment agencies are making 
serious efforts to collect 
debts, including old educa- 


tion overpayments. The VA. 


will accept reasonable repay- 
ment agreements in addition 
to lump-sum payments. 

Many veterans also ask if 
there are exceptions to the 10- 
year time limit for education 
benefits. 

The VA recognizes two ex- 
ceptions to the 10-year rule. 
One exception is for a veteran 
with any severe medical prob- 
lem which would have pre- 
cluded attending school. The 
other exception is for veter- 
ans without a high school di- 
ploma and for those who need 
vocational or job training. 


CNO compares U.S. and 
Soviet submarine power 


Adm. James D. Watkins, 
Chief of Naval Operations, 
spoke about U.S. and Soviet 
submarine forces during re- 
marks at the CONSUBLANT 
change of command, June 27. 

Adm. Watkins traced im- 
provements in U.S. submarine 
capabilities and discussed 
future submarine require- 
ments. He said, ‘‘our sub- 
marine program well supports 
Navy’s overall contribution to 
U.S. security — both in the 
area of deterrence and for- 
ward deployment of forces, 
and a credible maritime 
strategy of peace through 
strength would be impossible 
without our submarine 
assests.” 

The CNO also discussed the 
rapid advance of the Soviet 
submarine fleet, emphasizing 
the excellent submarine ship- 
yard complex developed by 


the Soviets. While the Soviets 
have established an impres- 
sive submarine force, Adm. 
Watkins stressed, “this is not to 
say that they are ten feet tall, 
for they are not.” 

Adm. Watkins ended his 
comparison of the two sub- 
marine forces by pointing toa 
key advantage enjoyed by the 
United States. He said, “We 
also have one other key advan- 
tage over the Soviet sub- 
marine force, more important 
than hardware technology. 
This is the wonderful profes- 
sional sailor who goes to sea in 
these incredible ships. Their 
demonstrated loyalty to coun- 
try, dedication of purpose, 
selfless devotion to duty and 
amazing ingenuity, coupled 
with independence to act — 
only allowed in a free society 
— make them a winner in 
war.”
